  12  state is REFUSED, SUSPENDED, canceled, OR REVOKED.

  20  specified in § 21-101.1 of this article while the person's license or privilege to drive is 
  21  suspended under § 17-106, § 26-204, § 26-206, or § 27-103 of this article. 
 
  22   (i) (1) This subsection applies only to a person whose license or privilege to 
  23  drive is suspended under the traffic laws or regulations of another state for: 
 
  24     (i) Failure to comply with a notice to appear in a court of that state 
  25  contained in a traffic citation issued to the person; or 
 
  26     (ii) Failure to pay a fine for a violation of any traffic laws or 
  27  regulations of that state.
